5. Power to relax.—Where the Centra] Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and 
in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to 
any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall alTect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, 
the Ex-Servicemen and other special categories of persons 
in accordance with the orddre issued by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment from time to time in this regard.

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 3 of the Agricultural Produce (Grading and Muiking) 
Act.

(4t “Schedule" means a Schedule annexed to these

3. Grade designation.—The grade designation to indicate 
the quality ot cocoa beans shall he as laid down in column 
(It of the Schedule 11. 

4. Definition of quality.—The quality indicated by the grade 
designation shall be as laid down against each grade desig¬ 
nation in columns (2) to (8) of the Schedule II. 

5. Grade desigantion marks.— The grade designation mark 
shall consist of :— 

(i) a label specifying name of the commodity, grade 
designation and bearing a design of an outline map 
of India with the word “AGMARIC and the figure 
of rising sun resembling Ihe one as laid down in 
the Schedule-l (a), or 

(ii) “Agmark replica" consisting of a design incorporat¬ 
ing the number of certificate of authorisation, the 
word “AGMARK”, name of the commodity, grade 
designation, resemb’T.g the one as laid down 
in the Schedule-T (b) ; 

Provided that use of Agmark replica in lieu of Agmark 
labels shall, subject to the conditions prescribed 
under the General Grading and Marking Rules, 
1988, be allowed only to such authorised packers 
who have been granted necessary permission, by 
the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an officer 
who is duly authorised by him in this regard. 

6. Method of packing,—(1) Cocoa beans shall be packed 
in clean, sound and new bags or cartons or pouches with 
lining material or in such other packages as may be approved 
by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser, from time to time ; 

(2) Rags and liners shall be made of only such materials 
which shall not contaminate the cocoa beans : 

(3) Each package shall be securely closed in the manner 
specified by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser : 

(4) Each package shall contain cocoa beans of one grade 
only : 
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(5) The nef weight of the Cocoa beans packed In a con¬ 
tainer shall he 25 gms, 50 gms, 100 ems, 200 gms, 500 gpis, 
1 kg and thereafter in multiples of I kg as per packet I com¬ 
modities Rules, 1977 of Weights and Measures Act, 1976 as 
amended from time to time; 

(6) Suitable number of small packages containing cocoa 
beans of the same grade designation and from the same Jot, 
may he packed in a master container, 

7. Method of Marking.—(1) The grade designation mark 
shall he securely affixed or printed on each package in The 
manner approved by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser ;

(b) Mu?, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to tho said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the persona I law applicable lo 
such person and the other party to- the ma rrlageand that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation 
of this rule- 

- .5.- power -to Relax '.— Where the Central Government is of the opinion that ills necessary Or expedient so to do, it may, 

by order for reasons to be recorded in writingand inconsultation with the Union Public Service Commission relax any of the provisions

6, SAVING -Nothing in these rfilos shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to to 
provided forthe'Schcdulod Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex-servicemen and other special categories of persons in act Or da net with the 
arderf issued by the.Central Government from jime to time in this regard.
